FACE RUIN 


DR. JACKSON SAYS CONDITION 
OF THE ALASKA INDIANS HAS 
RAPIDLY CHANGED FOB THE 
WORSE. 


Lake Mohonk. N. y., Oct. 21,-The Mo- 
honk Indian conference opened its twenty- 
first annual session here today. Dr. Shel­ 
don Jackson, agent of the national bureau 
01 education in Alaska, delivered an ad­ 
dress describing the condition of the In­ 
dians in that territory. 


In his address Ur. Jackson reviewed the 
^ork done by the missionaries among the 
Alaskan natives in years past, bringing 
many patiieite incident* in illustration of 
the transformations of character effected 
by their labors. The rendition of natives, 
formerly 
so 
promising. 
had 
rapidly 
changed for the worse, the speaker said, 
since the recent rush of miners to that re­ 
gion. So alarming had the situation be­ 
come that a strong pressure was now be­ 
ing brought to hear upon the secretary of 
the interior by white settlers to have these 
Indians brought under the reservation 
system to save them from speedy starva­ 
tion and ruin. 


I he morning session was closed with an 
address by Dr. Lucien Warner of New 
'1 orU. who has spent several months of 
the present year Investigating conditions 
in Hawaii, lie said the adoption of uni­ 
versal suffrage had been a great mistake, 
resulting in turning over the local gov­ 
ernment largely to half barbarous people 
removed but a few generations from can­ 
nibalism. He attended several sessions of 
the Hawaiian legislature and said the 
character uf the proceedings of the lower 
house where the natives were in the ma­ 
jority might be judged somewhat by the 
tact that at the close of their last ses­ 
sion they had voted to destroy all the 
vouchers showing their expenditures, that 
the public might not know how much had 
been used.

Chicago. Oct. 21.—Isaac Reingold, a 
tailor, whose verses aml.;: ongs depic - 
inc the sufferings of the Jewish race in 
Russia, won him thi title, "The poet 
of th*» Ghetto," died today at his home 
hi this city, aged 3.) years.

According to Mr. Patter-

should be kept open. 


Interception of Miners. 


Mr. Pattersota also claims that the 
deputies refuse 'to" allow union men to 
talk to the non-union miners and other 
employes about the mine and cites as 
an instance that recently when wagon- 
load of negroes were brought to one of 
the mines the deputies kept the union 
men from approaching them, even on 
the public highway. He states that this 
is contrary to the rights of every citi­ 
zen to talk to another when he is not 
trespassing on another’s property. 


Deputy Sheriff George Dayton, who is 
now acting sheriff, stated yesterday 
that he had started an investigation 
immediately upon hearing Mr. Patter­ 
son’s complaint and if -the deputies 
were doing anything that they should 
not do. the sheriff's office wrould at­ 
tempt to remedy the evil. 


“The men are placed there to keep 
the peace and to protect life and prop­ 
erty," said Mr. Dayton, “and they will 
be expected to do their duty.” 


CITIZENS ALLIANCE 
AND TRADES COUNCIL 


LABOR 
BODY ADOPTS 
RESOLU­ 
TIONS SETTING FORTH ITS PO­ 
SITION 
IN 
ADJUSTING 
OF 
DIFFERENCES. 


The Federated Trades Council last 
night resolved not to treat with the 
Citizens Alliance as a body In the set­ 
tlement of labor disputes. 
Exception 
was made in cases where a committee 
of the Citizens Alliance is composed of 
employers of the craft having the griev­ 
ance. 


Delegates from the building trades 
contended that the Alliance was not 
formed for the purposes of arbitration 
or settlement of trade difficulties but 
for the sole purpose of disrupting organ­ 
ized labor. 


Alliance Discussed. 


Sections of the Alliance constitution 
were read showing that union men were 
debarred from membership. 


In view o£ the statements made at the 
meeting the following resolutions were 
unanimously adopted regarding the Al­ 
liance and ordered given to the press for 
publication: 


“Whereas. It has come to our notice 
that an organization known as the Citi­ 
zens Alliance has recently organized in 
our city, and believing the objects of 
said Alliance to be directly in opposition 
to all organized labor and in favor of 
open shops; and 


A Flat Refusal. 


"Whereas, Said Citizens Alliance pro­ 
poses to be the medium whereby all 
labor troubles and trade disputes or 
grievances between employer and em­ 
ploye be settled; be it 
"Resolved, Thut it is the sense of this 
body that we refuse to treat with said 
^itizons 
Alliance or any committee 
thereof, except that said committee be 
coiritwsed of employers of the craft hav­ 
ing the grievance; and in no case shall 
this body recognize any agreement or 
settlement of any affiliated local with 
said Citizens Alliance.” 


ftce Michael \V. Louis, superintendent,

PITTSBURG BANK SUSPENSION 


NOT REGARDED AS SERIOUS 


Pittsburg, Oct. 21.—Notice was posted 
on the door of the Federal 
National 
bank at y o'clock this morning that the 
institution had been closed by order of 
of the comptroller of the currency. Na­ 
tional Bank Examiner John E. Cun­ 
ningham has been appointed receiver. 


When the announcement was made 
that the bank had suspended steps were 
taken by local banks to form a pool to 
be used in case of emergency and with­ 
in a short time between $2,000,000 and 
$3.000,000 was subscribed. 
The funds subscribed are designed to 
give aid to financial institutions, should 
need develop. 
This will enable brokers to secure 
money readily on good collateral. The 
funds will be used in such other ways 
as occasion may require. 


It is the opinion of bankers that the 
situation in Pittsburg is far from bad 
and that there is not the slightest rea­ 
son for further trouble. 
Robert S Smith, president of the l;nion 
National bank and of the P ittsburg Ciear- 


ing House association, said: “I was as­ 
sured last night by President Langflit 
that every depositor would get every dol­ 
lar due. 
It is possible that some small 
country banks which do business through 
the Federal National may bo temporarily 
embarrassed, but even at that, it will be 
only temporary." 


President Langt'itt, in a signed state­ 
ment. says: “The Federal National bank 
has finally yielded to the combined as­ 
saults of its stockholders and depositors, 
and has closed its doors until arrange­ 
ments can be made to discharge all de- 
poltors’ claims. 
The question 
of re­ 
opening will then be decided. When the 
business depression came on, the stock­ 
holders, from necessity or fear, began 
throwing the stock on the market. The 
stock issue 
was large and the market 
weak. On groundless rumors our splen­ 
did list*of depositors took fright and the 
rapid withdrawal of moneys began and 
Increased until, despite our best efforts, 
the bank could not meet the demands 
upon it.

the mar, that the cage would return in 
a minute and he v-uld then go up with 
him. But instead of-answering-the jna.i 
started to run back into the drift. Not 
thinking what he was doing the eager 
started to follow after him when sud­ 
denly the unknown intruder turned ab- 
ruptlly And pulling a six-shooter fired 
two shuts at the i. a genian, but by an 
act opprovldence the bullet» missed 


their mark. This stopped the cageman. 
who returned to the shaft where the 
cage was waiting when he was hoist­ 
ed to the surface.

ALLEGED LAND FRAUDS 


ON THE PACIFIC COAST 


Washington. Oct. 21.—Only general 
confirmation can be secured here of the 
report of extensive fraudulent practices 
in the securing of public lands on the 
Pacific coast. 


The 
interior 
department 
officials 
have been convinced for over a year 
that there were various combinations 
of speculators seeking control of the 
public lands for their own purposes, 
and more recently a number of special 
agents have been working in the field 
to secure evidence of the frauds. 
As­ 
sistant Attorney Pugh of the office of 
the assistant attorney-general for the 
interior department was sent to the 
coast to assist with his legal knowl­ 
edge. 


A grent number of land entries in all 
three of the coast states have been 
held up for investigation but so far no 
test ease has been brought. 


The methods of the speculators are 
varied, Èut the most common proceed­ 
ing is to secure patented lands within 
forest reservations and then exchange 
them for more valuable lands on the 
outside. Persons living on the western 
slope have charged that some forest 
reservations have been created with 
this 
end 
in view, the land holders 
within them being responsible for cre- 


ating the sentiment which led to thci■ 
establishment. 
This charge is anion; 
those now being investigated. 


Many entries of land under the tin’ 
her and stone act are regarded wit! 
suspicion, the officials believing thn: 
tho ontrymen have taken the lands foi 
speculative purposes rather than for 
"their own use and benefit," as tin 
law requires. 
It is generally believed 
that many thousands of acres of the 
public domain have thus fallen into 
the hands of speculators, and charge? 
of conspiracy are freely made, yet so 
far no definite effort at prosecution has 
been undertaken. 


A common plan of operation on the 
part of the speculators is to buy state 
lands included in areas which are liable 
to become parts of forest reserves. 
Those it Ip tjald, th**y often secure for 
one or two dollars an acre, whereas, 
when the reservations are created, the 
value is increased to |5 or $6 per acre. 
Governor 
Chamberlain of Oregon is 
now in Washington conferririg with the 
secretary of the interior concerning 
these transfers. 
He claims that the 
state has lost a considerable sum ir 
this way and is endeavoring to secun 
a settlement which will reimburse tlv 
state. Secretary Hitchcock declines 1 
discuss the case, but says that he w i’ 
make a statement later. 


ARBITRATION PROCEEDINGS 


ON SAN FRANCISCO WAGES 


San Francisco, Oct. 21.—Oral arguments 
In the arbitration proceedings lo determine 
wages and hours for Hie employes of tho 
united railroads of San Francisco we|;e 
continued today, A. A. Moore finishing his 
oral argument for tho compuny and intro­ 
ducing printed arguments by T. S. Ford, 
general counsel for the company. 


Mr. Moore discussed wages outside oT 
San Francisco, claiming that only in four 
Montana towns were higher wages p'flid 
carmen. 
He claimed that the only 
r u l e 
to be applied In determining wages is thV 
law of supply and demand, humanely ap­ 
plied and subject to the qualification that 
the wage should be fairly compensa ting 
and adequate to support life under fair 
eondttfons. A union has no right, he said, 
by close organization and discouragement 
of immigration, to produce a condition of 
apparent scarcity when none exists and 
any wage rate established upon such con­ 
ditions is artificial and unfair. 
As t'ô 
standards of living, he declared that ex- 


travagance in living cannot establish a 
standard, and that tile wages paid by tho 
company Is in excess of that tixed by the 
anthracite coal commission. 


In conclusion he declared that any argu­ 
ment that a company must pay wages tip 
to the limit It can afford is inapplicable, 
leading to a different scale of wages for 
every employer.

Surgeon Anderson of the public health 
service, who has discovered the new 
disease, suggested the name of “tick 
fever,'’ as there are already two dis­ 
eases called spotted fever. 


The disease is quite prevalent in the 
B itter Root valley in Montana, but 
has heretofore been given the name of 
spotted fever. 
It has not before been 
known that the ordinary tick caused 
the disease, and for this reason “tick 
fever” is the new name given to it. 
The new disease has been found to 
prevail in Montana, Idaho, Nevada, 
W yoming and Oregon. 
In Idaho the 
disease prevails throughout alm ost the 
entire valley of the Snake river, its 
tributaries and the foothills of the 
neighboring mountains. 


In accordance with instructions from 
Surgeon General W yman of the public 
health and m arine hospital service of 
April 22, 1903, P ast Assistant Surgeon 
John F. Anderson proceeded to Mon­ 
tana to investigate’the so-called spotted 
fever. The disease is very much dread­ 
ed by the people living in the Rocky 
mountains. 
During his recent investi­ 
gation in the Bitter Root valley Dr, 
Anderson collected 24 ticks, represent­ 
ing ^ h a t were thought to bo different 
species. 
They were sent to the Hy­ 
giene laboratory of the m arine hospital 
service for examination. 
As a result 
of the examination of these ticks it 
has been found th at they convey the 
tick fever” infection. 


H igh Rate of M ortality. 


Dr. Anderson says that of 121 cases 
which have occurred in the B itter Root 
valley, 84 died, giving a m ortality 
of 70 per cent. 
The m ortality varies 
within narrow lim its from year to 
year, some years as many as 90 per 
cent of those attacked dying. 
Death, 
he says, usually^ occurs between the 
sixth and twelfth day. 


“Tick fever,” according to Dr. An­ 
derson, more nearly resMnbles typhus 
fever than any other disease. 
On in­ 
vestigation it has been found that ticks 
appeared in 
the B itter Root 
valley 
about the last of February, but were 
inactive until the middle of March. The 
tick begins to diminish gradually from 
about June loand become very scarce 
by the middle of July." It1 is more liable 
to attack persons who lead an outdoor 
life, such as sheep herders, lumbermen, 
ranchmeni stockmen and prospectors. 


The eruption from the bite of the tick 
appears usually on the third day, iirst 
on th$ wrists, ankles, then on the arms, 
legs, forehead, and, last and least, on 
the abdomen. 
Other portions of the 
body are in som e|cases literally cov­ 
ered with blotches caused by the dis­ 
ease. 
Surgeon-General Wyman says 
that the disease is of much greater im­ 
portance than was thought until re­ 
cently. 
He believes that the preven­ 
tion of the disease resolves itself into 
the destruction of the ticks. 
When 
conditions will permit, he suggests the 
burning ot the undergrowth and stub­ 
ble, and he thinks such a method will 
be effective in the destruction of the 
ticks.

General Sargent will make

recommendation for more strict regu­ 
lations in excluding undesirable for­ 
eigners. 
An 
investigation is being 
made at the present time by the immi­ 
gration officials regarding the large 
number of immigrants who landed in 
the United States during the fiscal year 
1902, who have subsequently become 
public charges and placed in prisons 
and charitable institutions throughout 
the country. 
Mr. Sargent promises 
something of a “sensation” when the 
investigation is completed, as he be­ 
lieves when the figures are produced 
the number of such persons in char­ 
itable and other institutions will be 
found very much greater than had 
been anticipated. 
For the most part, 
these imm igrants found in prisons and 
other institutions gained entrance to 
this country fraudulently 
and they 
will be promptly deported to the coun­ 
tries from which they came. 


Out of a total of 631.885 imm igrants 
who landed in New York city during 
the fiscal year ended June 30, there 
have been found over 600 in the var­ 
ious prisons and charitable institutions 
of the country. The investigation will

w h i c h easily accounts for th e fact th a t 
in the first year of its operation th e 


n o w 
road has been favored w ith a 
passenger business th a t could hardly 
have been picked up in a n o rth ern city 
oi the sam e size in the S tates; but 
the Porto R ican people are of th e kind 
who prefer riding to w alking. 


In fact all who could afford to a l­ 
w ays have ridden. 
Up to tw o years 
ago 
the 
coffee, sugar, and 
tobacco 
growers, when they came down from 
the hills to tran sact business in tow n, 
a*, well as all th e local m erchants 
w ith th eir clerks and assistants—used 
to drive from Ponce to the P laya and 
hack in vehicles th a t closely resem - 
l.’.eii the Yankee carryall. These alw ays 
w ent crow ded—oftentim es uncom fort­ 
ably so. 
M eantim e the laborers—the 
coffee pickers, orange sorters and o ther 
w orkers whose m eans would not ad- 
n it of the expense of th e carriage ride 
—would trudge gaily up and down th e 
long road, barefooted and happy. More 
steadily drow sing down from tow n to 
port w ent th e odd bullock carts laden 
w ith bags and bales. 
Am ongst these 
the naked chi'dren, who are now re ­ 
quired by law to go about properly 
d a d after they reach th e age of five 
years, dodged recklessly and w ith ap­ 


parent impunity. 
The whole proces­ 
sion was along the old w hite m ilitary 
road bordered with stately cocoanut 
palms and the scarlet-flowering and 
well-named 
“flamboyant” trees—just 
as many an American or English road 
is bordered with elms—which is at 
once the thoroughfare and playground 
of Ponce. 


Such is a picture of the old times 
which extended up to the American 
invasion. 
Today, however, the most 
evident sign of the new regime in 
Porto Rico is the busy trolley car, 
rushiug every 10 m inutes along the 
road. 
Tho new line, which is one of 


poorer people, often the same type of 
thatched cabins once occupied by the 
native Indians whom the Spanish occu 
pation so 
rapidly 
annihilated, line 
bcth sides of the roadway, separated 
from it by a ditch or gutter, some four 
feet deep and crossed hero and there 
by small plank bridges. 
The ditch it­ 
self is necessary to carry off the over­ 
flow of the little Portugués river which 
does its best in rainy weather to turn 
the country surrounding the Playa into 
an uninhabitable strip of m arshland. 


Despite this tem porary marsh, how­ 
ever, the climate is the best in the 
Antilles. 
More than that, it has been

TO THE PORT.

the series operated in various parts of 
Uncle Sam’s domain continental and 
insular by the Stone-W ebster manage­ 
ment of Boston, follows the path taken 
by General Miles and his soldiers in 
the very beginning of the American 
invasion. 
Although 
originally 
de­ 
signed for the convenience of Spanish 
troops in quelling insurrections, the 
old road is here practically a long 
village street, for Porto Rico is a very 
much 
inhabited 
island—almost 
as 
thickly peopled as Massachusetts or 
Rhode Island. 
Peering among the tall 
palm trees and Gurrounded by the lesser 
“flamboyants,” the 
cottages 
of 
the 


fc.und perfectly healthful for Ameri­ 
cans provided they take plenty of ex' 
ercise and avoid unfam iliar fruit, so 
tuat as a w inter resort Porto Rico in 
general, and Ponce in particular, is 
undoubtedly destined to grow steadily 
in popularity. 
The city itself, nat­ 
urally a center for the developing of 
sugar, coffee and tobacco interests of 
the southern part of the island, is po­ 
tentially of the very first importance 
as a point for disembarking for tourists. 
In the interior of the island there are 
famous white sulphur springs which 
only aw ait American enterprise to at­ 
tract thousands of people annually. 


The work of constructing the elec­ 
tric line between Ponc-e and the Playa 
was undertaken on the first of De~ 
cember, 1901. The cars began running 
on May 1, 1902, and since that time 
they have carried a daily average of 
several thousand passengers. The only 
problem, which has been successfully 
m et with, has been to supply sufficient 
transportation facilities to meet the 
unexpected demand. 
This passenger 
traffic has naturally been the chief 
concern of the company up to this 
time, and the old-fashioned sleepy- 
looking carts still carry the freight on 
its way back and forth from city to 
port; they are, however, destined in all 
probability to be supplanted by freight- 
carrying electrics. 


Already 
the 
passenger 
carriages, 
th at only a year ago 
went rattling 
along the ancient roadway with all 
the speed th at the people of the tropics 
know so well how to get out of their 
crazy little horses, have practically 
disappeared. 
And, if 
one 
ventures 
forth it no longer collects all the pas­ 
sengers aboard that can be crowded 
into its palsied seats at a reduced fare 
for every additional passenger. Under 
the Spanish regime the drivers of these 
carriages could shift on the passen­ 
gers all responsibility for accidents, 
and for th at reason carelessl driving 
was the rule rather than the exception. 
The driver who was in a hurry—and 
they were nearly always in a hurry— 
could afford to take such chances as, 
all questions of hum anity aside, are 
quite impossible to the m anagement 
of an American line of trolley cars. 
The naked brown children who play 
about the w hite road are therefore 
safer, since the advent of the Ameri­ 
can trolley car, than they have ever 
been in their naked brown lives. 
And 
the same is, of course, true of other 
pedestrians, many of whom, indeed, 
can now afford the cheaper rates of 
rapid tra n sit 
A circumstance that 
certainly adds to this security is the 
presence among the conductors and 
motormen of 
many educated young 
Spaniards, among 
whom 
se p ice of 
this character has become distinctly 
popular. 
On the cars you will find 
several young graduates of Spanish 


universities and a t least one graduate 
of Columbia university, New York— 
a young man who is not merely serving 
on the platform as a vacation experi­ 
ence but who hopes to rise to an im­ 
portant position later on. 


The new line was built by native 
labor with a few imported Italians, 
whose presence at first caused a small 
strike—a natural introduction, a cyn­ 
ical person might say, of American 
civilization—which was settled, how­ 
ever, without much difllculty. 
Very 
few negroes were employed; in fact, 
the negro is not as an im portant fac­ 
tor in Porto Rico as he is in Jamaica. 


“that’s not right! do it differently,’’ 
and the native employes exhibit rather 
a rem arkable quickness in learning 
how to do it differently. 


Such a railroad with modern equip­ 
m ent seems to the visitor a symbol of 
progressiveness. 
Yet it has so far 
not altogether altered the life of the 
cld highway. Morning and night, dur­ 
ing the coffee-picking season—and this 
is but one item in an always-shifting 
panoram a—hundreds 
of 
barefooted 
women still walk to and fro from 
Playa, where the brown coffee berries 
from all over the island are spread out 
on the floors of large warehouses to 


OLD-FASHIONED TRANSPORTATION.

Some 700 or 800 natives were required 
under the superintendence of a small 
body of 14 or 20 Americans. 
The 
equipment consists a t present of half 
a dozen open cars, operated by motor­ 
men and conductors “in khaki kit,*’ 
crowded, of course, during the busy 
morning and afternoon hours, but no 
n-ore crowded than the carriages used 
to be, and run at a fixed five-cent fare 
that is decidedly more economical than 
dickering with the carriage drivers. 
The American superintendents, it may

Â Rich Man Rebuilds His 
Old Cabin home 


T h at all w ealthy m en do not shun 
rem inders of the hum ble life of their 
youth is fully testified by M agistrate 
“Tom ” South of Tacony, who has an 
odd m onum ept to those bygone days on 
the spacious law n of his home a t the 
com er of K eystone and D isston streets. 
It is an old log cabin, in sh arp con­ 
tra st w ith the m odern architecture of 
the house in which Judge South lives. 


People passing w onder a t the judge’s 
eccentricty in haviug a log cabin so 
near his stately dwelling, b u t the judfee 
would not have th a t relic of pioneer 
days rem oved for any consideration. 
W henever he pleases he can go into 
it and live over again the days of his 
boyhood, w ithout the least effort of his 
im agination. H ere everything is exact­ 
ly ^as it w as in his w estern hom e when 
he first opened his eyes to the world, 
and he knew no other surroundings 
until he had grow n alm ost to “m an’s 
estate.” 


On th.e Ohio river, about forty miles 
above C incinnati, is where the original 
South hom estead stood, and when the 
boy left home to come east, though 
he could not bring his home w ith him, 
he could a t least carry its im age in 
his m ind w herpver he went. 
He adopt­ 
ed eastern w ays and eastern 
ideas, 
but he could never shuke off altogether 
the inborn love of the freedom of the 
west, and m any a tim e he longed for 
th e old life. 
H e m arried an eastern 
girl, 
settled 
in 
Tacon>, 
and 
as his 
fam ily grew up around him they n a t­ 
urally inherited 
som ething 
of 
their 
fa th e r’s w estern spirit, and loved to 
hear him tell of the tim es spent on 
th e Ohio. 


One day the children dem anded a play 
house. 
The delight w as m u tu al when 
Judge South found in this an oppor­ 
tu n ity to recompense- him self for the 
loss of his old hom c\ and the chil­ 
dren found th a t they were to have a; 
playhouse “ju st like the home fath er 
tells us so m uch, about.” 


T h at w as tw enty years ago, and the 
vicissitudes of th a t old log house in 
the score of years th a t followed woul® 
fill a volume. 
F o r ten years it w as m 
th e South children’s possession and the 
scene of the m ost thrilling aidventurea, 
all enacted from the storefi’6use 
of 
knowledge received from th eir fath er's 
stories of how his boyhood $.as spent. 


E very niche and corner of the log 
cabin w as a facsim ile of the w estern 
pioneer home. 
M agistrate South help­ 
ed to fell the trees w hich were to form 
the roof and w alls—ju s t as he had done 
early in the “sixties” in helping his 
neighbors to m ake th eir home am ong 
the pioneers of the west. 
A big open 
fireplace w as built a I onr- end and over 
it a wooden m antel piece, w ith holes 
bored for candles. 


“I didn’t know w h at a b is lesson I 
w as illustrating for 
the 
youngsters 
w hen I built a log cabin.” said the 
judge the other day, w hile proudly dis­ 
playing the rem em brance of his old 
home, 


“They got ai better idea from it of 
the real, life of forty or fifty years ago 
than from all th e histories and text 
books th a t were ever w ritten. 


"In the sum m er days they played the 
stories th a t I had told them of m y own 
younger days, and played them so viv­ 
idly you m ight have thought it was io 
them , instead of to me, th at all these 
things had happened. The lawn was a t 
one tim e a rushing, roaring torrent—the 
Ohio, of course—and again a big track ­ 
less** plain, over which the em igrant 
train s moved to fine homes for them ­ 
selves. 


"The whole place would echo w ith 
th e terrible w ar w hoops or ferocious 
Indians on the w arp ath or the blood 
curdling howls of wild beasts. 
The 
house w as a fort, an Indian wigwam, or 
m erely Its own hum ble self, known as 
‘fa th e r’s hom e’ on the Ohio. 


“D uring the w inter I often had a 
huge fire built In the fireplace, and with 
candles on th e m antel piece lighted it 


w as old tim es over again*. 
The yuui 
sters would get me in there and th 
w ith the fire und candles, and the sn 
and wind outside, as m y inspirati 
1 told over and over again the stoi 
th a t they never tired of hearing—h 
I ’ll adm it—of which I never tired 
telling. 
J enjoyed it m ore than 
children did, for they could not real 
all it m eant to me. 


“Well, like m y younger day.*, th 
days of ten or tw enty years ago h; 
gone, too, and since then the cabin 1 
done duty in all sorts or ways. 


"A nim als—real wild ones—have dw 
there. 
Those youngsters would h; 
thought them selves 
in 
the 
sevei 
heaven if the two bears and thr a n 
lope I’ve had here w ithin the last f 
years had been here while it \va.s Ui 
play house. 


"I learned not only to love anin: 
when 1 w as out west, but to man: 
them as well, and when I was off <n 
hunting expedition a few years asi 
captured two bears and brought th 
home w ith me and housed them in t 
log cabin, w here they seemed tu h; 
alm ost as m uch fun as the child 
once had. 
An antelope' m ade its hn 
here for a while before the bears 
cupied it.

I had w ith m y cronies on a win 
evening by the light of a gcnm 
pine wood fire in the fireplace.

this old house has not seen would 
be w orth m entioning.

PATENT UMBREDLA 


ACTS AS A TENT. 


A Londoner ha« recently patented an 
attachment for umbrellas 
which 
has 
this advantage, in addition to protecting 
the head and shoulders of a person 
carrying the same, of affording efficient 
protection against rain for the body 
and lower limbs. The attachment con­ 
sists of a curtain, which hangs around 
part of the circumference of the raised 
umbrella, with its two vertical edges 
connected by an apron, so that In the 
rear a complete protection of the per­ 
son is afforded, while In front there 
is the protection of the apron below, 
while above la aa opening 
through 
which the pedestrian may pick his way. 


The curtain is suspended on hooks 
fastened to the ribs, and It can be 
quickly detached when desired. Loops 
are provided, so that it can be folded 
into a convenient, package when out 
of use. 


The umbrella can be closed without 
detaching the curtain, and the latter 
may then be hung over the tips of the 
ribs, or the end of the curtain m ay be 
gathered in one of the elastic bands, 
which latter may then be hung on one 
or moiv m£ the ribs.—(Columbus D is­

The Sherm an Statue. 


The unveiling of the Sherman monu­ 
ment. during tho past week was a no- 
able event even for Washington, a 
ity which affords continually parades 
a n d celebrations for the entertainm ent 
ci the citizens. The usual controversy 
iu raging as to the artistic m erits of 
the statue itself, 
it is well known to 
his fellow soldiers that Sherman liked1 
a horse of g o o d proportion and great 
endurance, but of mild spirit, with 
nothing showv in his composition. The 
artist has tried to bring out this idea, 
with the result that from many points 
ot view the statute gives the impres­ 
sion of a rider astride a headless ani­ 
mal. W ashington has never been given 
a statue, however, upon which artists 
agreed as to its merits. 
There are 
quite a number a lo n g its streets and in 
its parks over which all agree as to a 
lack of any merit. 
It seems rather a 
pity that a hundred thousand dollars 
should be spent upon anything which 
would be subject to their criticism, but 
possibly it is impossible to secure an 
absolutely unanimous verdict in favor 
of any artistic creation. 
The finished 
statue is undoubtedly a great improve­ 
ment over the wooden casing and other 
construction debris which has cum­ 
bered the ground at the south front of 
the treasury for several years past. 
The occasion of the unveiling was in­ 
teresting as it brought together many 
of the old veterans under most pleasant 
circumstances, and the ceremonies at­ 
tending the event were worthy of the 
man whose memory was thus signal­ 
ized. 


Senate Continues Bepublican. 


Political experts are figain figuring, 
as usual, upon the possible political 
complexion of the senate for the next 
few years, with again the usual re­ 
sult .there is no chance of th e Repub­ 
licans losing control before 1908. The 
class of senators whose term s expire 
in 1907 and whose successors will be 
elected in 190C consists of 14 Democrats 
and 16 Republicans. In that class there 
will be even less opportunities than 
there will be at the approaching elec­ 
tion. for the Democrats to make inroads 
on legislatures of' northern states and 
thus gain votes for their side in the 
senate. 
Twenty-six states elect legis­ 
latures next year, but there is a Re­ 
publican m ajority in the senate today 
of 24 votes, so that it is practically im­ 
possible that that m ajority will be, ma­ 
terially reduced. 
At 
present 
every 
northern state, except Montana, Colo­ 
rado, Nevada and Idaho, has two Re­ 
publican 
senators. 
Every 
southern 
state, except Maryland, has two Demo­ 
cratic senators. 
Any change in the 
politics of the senate means a break­ 
up in this sectionalism, and also means 
that the Democratic party is making 
inroads among the northern voters. 


Xhe appearance of Secretary Shaw 
and Senator Allison on the stump in 
Iowa during the past week was watched 
with interest as they were expected to 
sound certain keynotes for the Repub­ 
lican campaign. 
As has been fore­ 
casted, neither of them predicted any 
financial legislation, in fact, quite to 
the contrary, anil on the tariff Issue 
they bath took a most conservative 
stand. The suggestion was made, how­ 


ever, that the tariff law m ight be better 
for amendment in minor details, and 
tnus perhaps suggesting w hat has been 
hinted at before, that the president 
would recommend a commission to con­ 
sider the entire m atter. 
This would 
postpone any tariff agitation and nat­ 
urally any attem pt at legislation until 
after the presidential election. 


Merit System Prevails. 


Political influence has less to do with 
the securing of governm ent positions 
and the promotion of governm ent em­ 
ployes at the present time than for 
many years past, if not, possibly, ever 
before in the history of this govern­ 
ment. 
The civil service m erit system 
has gradually but 
surely permeated 
every department, and any government 
official who seriously violates its pro­ 
visions is immediately subjected to 
severe criticism. 
This criticism aris­ 
ing from those who are disappointed 
in securing w hat has been given to 
someone else, through favoritism pos­ 
sibly, cannot be ignored. 
Many con­ 
gressmen have learned th at it is use­ 
less to go to high officials to secure 
favors for their constituents, and the 
only way in which this can be done 
now is by exerting 
influence 
upon 
minor officials who may have it within 
their power to do som ething for their 
subordinates. 
These 
minor 
officials, 
however, feel far more independent of 
political influence than formerly, and 
many an influential mem ber of con­ 
gress has found his recommendations 
and suggestions ignored of late, where 
in tim es gone by they would have been 
ail sufficient to produce desired results. 


T he agitation in the postoffice de­ 
partm ent and 
the 
exposure of the 
abuses existing under w hat Is known 
as the tem porary appointm ent scheme 
will lead to a curtailm ent of this privi­ 
lege, and fewer clerks will be rail­ 
roaded from 30-day jobs into permanent 
nlac-es in the future. This is also made 
Itss possible by the comprehensive ex­ 
tension of th e civil service rules over 
nearly every form of appointm ent of­ 
fered by Uncle Sam. 


Interior Department Problems. 
Arizona again m akes her annual ap­ 
pearance in W ashington 
represented 
by an official charged with m alfeasance 
in office. 
Secretary Stoddanl o f 'th a t 
territory is here looking after hi» in­ 
terests before the interior department. 
He is a relic of a previous administrap- 
tion of territorial affairs, and as it is 
understood he is not o t good term s 
with Governor Brody and his frteflds, 
it is likely he yrili have a hard tim e in 
straightening m atters out. 
President 
Roosevelt refers all- Arizona m atters 
to Governor Brody for the latt«£s opiru 
ion thereon, and this is. not conducive 
to the pea6e of mind of th e territorial 
secretary." 
Stoddard 
was 
appointed 
from New ,Y ork, but was for a.g re a t 
many years a. resident of W ashington, 
and has a wide acquaintance here.

The geological 
survey has completed the prelim inary 
work on this project 
and approved 
everything in connection 
therewith. 
All th at is now necessary to start the 
dirt Tioving is the signature of the sec­ 
retary to the papers now before him. 
There is little doubt but that he will 
give the word to go ahead in the second 
great reclamation project instituted by 
the government. 


Cuban Reciprocity. 


Tjje coming extra session of con­ 
gress to convene November 9 will be 
devoted almost exclusively to a con­ 
sideration of the Cuban reciprocity 
treaty. 
The speaker to be. Mr. Can­ 
non. will not announce the committees 
until the opening' of the regular ses­ 
sion in December. W ith the exception 
of providing the necessary machinery 
for m atters in hand, business will thus 
be restricted to channels desired by 
the adm inistration. There will be. con­ 
siderable opposition to th e arrange­ 
ment with Cuba, and this opposition 
has strengthened rather than weakened 
since last winter. 
The Cuban treaty 
will be ratified, however, by both sen­ 
ate and house. 
This is the opinion of 
those who are credited w ith controll­ 
ing congressional action. 


There will be no financial legislation 
of any im portance either a t th.e extra 
session or subsequently a t th e regular 
session. The senate may pass a modi­ 
fied form of the Aldrich bill, but this 
would not be accepted by t i e house. 
The ideas set forth by Representative 
Fowler, which include the retirem ent 
of greenbacks, a tax on governm ent de­ 
posits in national banks, and an asset 
currency, are bitterly opposed not only 
by Democrats but by many of his fel­ 
low Republicans. The house may pass 
some sort 
of financial bill, different* 
however, from th a t which will find 
favor in the senate. 
This would lead 
to a joint conference which if it re­ 
sulted in any agreed m easure such 
m easure would 
contain 
no 
radical 
change in the present money system of 
the country. 


Financial Agitation Opposed. 


There are several reasons why no 
financial legislation will probably re­ 
sult from the constant agitation of the 
subject during the past year. First, it 
m ay be said that, the political leaders 
and all prom inent meihbars are more al­ 
lege concerned tn politics, recognize the 
inadvisability of any money legislation 
immediately preceding a national elec­ 
tion. 
The Republicans fear th at it 
would give the Democrats art issue they 
fib not now possess; and w ith the large 
independent 
vote J which •; is ;now a 
m arked.feature.of our national politics 
they are chary about ^eastjng a straw 
which m ight turn th o balances even to 
¡¿ slight, degree. T h o si whif’,really fa- 
'„Vrt- *>- 
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vor a revision of the currency system 
believe that an educational process is 
necessary before the people will real­ 
ize its importance. The argum ent which 
has been used in favor of a more elastic 
currency, that is, to raise money to 
move tl.o crops, will have become void 
by the \irne congress gets under way, 
and sue a an act would have to pass 
on its intrinsic m erit rather than to 
relieve a necessity of the hour. 


There will be a congressional post- 
office inquiry, and this notwithstanding 
tho effort which has been made to 
clean up the m atter in such a way as to 
render it unnecessary. So many politi­ 
cal ends have been picked up in the 
course of the inquiry that it will be 
impossible not only to keep it out of 
congress but to keep it out of the cam­ 
paign next year. 
The Democrats will 
naturally insist upon taking a hand 
and the Republicans in self-defense, if 
for no other reason, will be called upon 
to participate to neutralize what pos­ 
sibly m ight be made into campaign 
m aterial by »the Democratic party. The 
only point so far where exception has 
been taken to the course pursued by 
the adm inistration is 
the- intim ation 
that the investigation might have been 
carried into higher channels, but. so 
far as the general public, is concerned, 
no tangible basis has been given for 
this charge except in rumor. W hat may 
develop from the report of Mr. Bristow 
is still a m atter of conjecture. 


Omnibus Statehood Bill. 


The omnibus statehood bill is dead. 
It will be introduced at the opening of 
the session, but its friends are hope­ 
less. * No such fight will be made for 
it as was made last winter, and the 
heart has gone out of the controversy. 
There were other reasons than a desire 
to give statehood to a num ber of new 
communities which actuated some of 
its prom inent advocates. 
Not only 
have these reasons ceased to exist but 
ft is recognized that the senate and 
th»e president himself are absolutely 
opi'osed to the creation of new states on 
the- scale suggested. 
A union of New 
Mexico and Arizona and of Oklahoma 
and Indian Territory would help m at­ 
ters,, but the antagonism of Arizona to 
such> a proposition would defeat within 
th at territory the^adoption of the pro­ 
vision« of the enabling act. New Mex­ 
ico wpuld out-vote Arizona as a joint 
s..i>te, and the business interests of 
Arizona', are in the hands of men who 
are oppqeed to any such ascendancy, 
and who would prefer the present con­ 
ditio»: of territo ria l government to a 
state governm ent dominated by the 
New Mexican vote. 


P re sid en t’s Pledge to Cuba. 


Some surprise has been expressed at 
the urgency w ith which the president 
has insisted upon the calling of „n 
extra sessixm -.of congress. 
Quite a 
number of prom inent senators hav^ 
gone to the president and told him that 
there -was no wiild anxiety among the 
people ¡fori su ch ! a session, and urged 
him to . reco n sid er'th e m atter, 
it is 
better understood‘ now, however, why 
this-session' mi^st’1!/# called, it bi due 


to a promise made by this government 
to Cuba, th at an extra session of con­ 
gress would be convened so as to put 
into effect the Cuban treaty at the ear­ 
liest possible moment. 
This promise 
is in writing and was made by the 
secretary of state to President Palm a 
and the Cuban leaders by and with the 
consent of President Roosevelt, and the 
latter is merely acting in good faith 
with an im portant neighbor in calling 
the legislative branch of this govern­ 
m ent together to ratify the action of 
the Cuban congress. If this action had 
teen taken on Cuba's responsibility ;>ad 
initiative, the situation would be -'if 
ferent, but it was practically demanded 
by the United States, and Cuba merely 
complied with 
those demands. 
The 
midsummer proposition to call the <;x- 
tra session in October was due to the 
apparent demand for financial legisla­ 
te n. but when the president was shown 
that ibis deuiauu was not so urgent 
and that it would iu all probability re­ 
sult iu nc agreement, the idea was 
abandoned. 


The R unning Mate. 


The statem ent 
that 
Senator Fair­ 
banks would accept the second pinc3 
on the 
Republican 
national 
ticket 
caused quite a ripple of interest, but 
it is known that there was nothing >n 
ir. 
The adm inistration is taking no 
hand in selecting a running mate with 
the head of the ticket next year. Gov­ 
ernor Durbin of Indiana is an avowed 
candidate f^r the 
vice 
presidential 
nomination, and 
the 
Fairbanks an­ 
nouncement was a play in Indiana state 
politics of largely local interest Cheii“ 
ter A. Long, of Kansas, is well in Uie 
running as a possible nominee. 
It ¡¿s 
known that President Roosevelt v ould 
like to 
have 
Governor 
Taft with 
him, but, he is equally well pleased to 
have the governor in 'th e cabinet, and 
while the time is far distant for spec­ 
ulation. the Republican leaders are net 
averse to grooming the new secretary 
of war for the presidential nominat.Gii 
in 190S. 


Isthm ian Canal. 


The hopefulness of the advocates of 
the Nicaragua canal route does not 
s'-em to be justified from an inside \>ew 
of the situation. The administration is 
inclined to believe that m atters will so 
swing around that an agreem ent will 
be made with Panama. The argument 
inane by the Panam a people is that, 
owing to the difference in t :nie neces­ 
sary in the construction of the two 
canals, the United States co-itd still 
wait a year or so for an agreement with 
lan am a and y u ha\<; a cam i com­ 
pleted before the Nicaragua di'c'i would 
be open to traffic. 
Considerable impa­ 
tience is expressed, however, at tho 
delay. The American people have been 
fairly well educated to a belief that 
the Nicaragua route is an American 
enterprise and they are loath to enter 
into a scheme which has in tho past 
beerT identified with gigantic frauds and 
dire misfortunes. 
The m atter of the 
canal will undoubtedly be well thrashed 
over this w inter in congressional de­ 
bate and the adm inistration will come 
in for severe criticism. 
The president

“About 1 o'clock the Indians began 
to drive, ride or walk toward the issue 
hcuso. 
It resembles a great barn and 
inside there are long tables or coun­ 
ters. Behind th e counters are benches 
for those who wish to sit and rest, and 
tl:e supplies are piled up there, too. 
Huge piles of m eat cut into chunks are 
stacked ready for distribution. 
Large 
bins hold the flour, sugar and salt. The 
Coffee is in packages; and, too, there 
are boxes full of soap. 
(The Indians 
are becoming truly civilized, for they, 
some of them, evidenced having used 
the latter, to a certain extent).

room was one of the largest and rarest 
collections of Indian curios to be seen 
in the United States.

T H E RATION HOUSE

Ii'dians and trying to persuade the 
squaws to sell some of their belongings, 
such as moccasins, belts, purses, ear­ 
rings. finger rings, etc.—anything from 
which they were willing to part for a 
money consideration. 
There’s a senti­ 
ment attached to the ownership of a r­ 
ticles that have really been worn by 
the Indians that enhances the value. 


“ We cultivated the acquaintance of 
the children by giving them stick candy 
and peanuts, of which they seemed* 
very fond. 


“While the bucks, all dressed in 
their very 
best 
and 
looking 
most 
consequential, sat on their ponies or 
wagons, or stood about visiting with 
the other redmen, the squaws joined the 
jostling crowd, for they always go into, 
the building to draw the rations, each 
one holding fast tho precious ticket. 
They pass in one door and as fast as 
supplied go out at another. 


A ST U D Y IN HUMANITY. 


“ Such a study of humanity as it 
was! 
The squaws, some of them young 


sidered the richest for they draw the 
most rations; also money, which is 
distributed twice a year. 


“The squaws usually bring old flour 
sacks, in which to carry away the 
supplies. 
A common way is to use 
the sack 
in 
saddlebag 
fashion, and 
have the sugar in one end and the salt 
in the other, giv ing the bag a dexterous 
(wist, in the middle to prevent mixing. 


“One real old crone of a squaw had 
brought no bag in which to put her 
portion, but she was fully equal to 


etc., 
elaborately 
embroidered 
with 
beads; in her ears odd-shaped earrings. 
T he parting of her hair was a vivid 
yellow and it seemed as though she 
bad an extra amount of red paint on 
her face. 


“The Indians prize the silver jew ­ 
elry very much. 
The Navajos are the 
silversmiths and they take coins and 
pound them into all sorts of ornaments. 
Tho Utes exchange their bcadwork 
for the jewelry very gladly. 


“ On ration day a prominent figure 
was the Indian policeman, an appointee 
of the government, 
lie showed very 
plainly his sense of the importance of 
his office, and the greatest dignitary 
in the land could not have approached 
him without due deference. 
The In­ 
dians were most, law-abiding, so he 
had nothing to do but stand around and 
pose. 
I'm told the Indians aro very 
peaceable and they do little so far as 
the policeman is concerned but. admire 
him. 
He was dressed in a suit of 
American clothes that illy became him 


the principal t"aelnY. are very popular 
vit.h the Indians and cun h looked up 
ti . 
Miss Hrcece is a 
insylvaniau by 
birth and has mi', 
i..a •! at the post 
about two years, y, i . lie is doing ex­ 
cellent work and likes it very much. 


"During last winter there were 75 
boarding pupils, and Miss Brcoec had 
her hands more than full. 
Besides 
being taught, the ordinary branches, tho 
pupils learn to draw, paint, sew and do 
housework. 


"Ob, a part of their outfit in coming 
to the post is always water bottles of 
curious 
Indian 
weave 
made from 
straw, the inside coated with pitch and 
the handles fastened on with wisps 
of horse hair or twine. 


“ Although we did not particularly 
enjoy the return wagon ride to the 
station, for the rough roads made the 
trip almost a penance, when once back 
iu Durango dusty, tired, though wo 
were, we would not have missed tho 
trip, for it was a unique experience— 
one of a lifetime.”

The average mao 
has been driven to 
become a flat-dweller in Chicago and 
elsewhere for no other reason than that 
under the peculiar conditions that our 
abundant prosperity has produced, the 
average man cannot afford to live in 
a house 
The average man is neither a 
capitalist nor a member of a labor un­ 
ion. 
His business profession is such 
that he and his felloes cannot form a 
trust to reduce expenses and increase 
incomes neither a capitalistic trust lior 
a lalior tiust. 
But he Is the man out 
of whom, 
in the long run. 
the trust 
takes its larger profits and the labor un­ 
ion its higher wages. 


The average man would prefer as a 
rule to live in a house with a piece of 
land 
under the 
exclusive 
control of 
himself and family. 
But along comes 
the coal trust, for instance, and makes 
it harder for him to keep warm, and 
along conies the labor union, for in­ 
stance. and raises the pricc of (-.very 
service for which he has to pay. Thus, 
ground between the upper and nether 
millstones, the average man has but one 
way of escape. 
That is to join with 
other average men in an apartment 
house, that by thus getting together 
thfy may divide the necessary expenses 
of maintaining homes—expenses wnich 
have become too heavy to bo borne indi­ 
vidually. 


The average man, as a rule, dors not 
like this way of life. 
It constrains bis 
personal freedom and it makes more 
difficult the rearing of his children. 
Rut he fpels. as a rule, that his only 
choice is to live iu that manner or not 
at all. 


The most curious part of this situation 
is that these averagr men are the m a­ 
jority of the American people. 
There 
are about 30,000,000 persons engaged in 
gainful occupations. Of these lO.iiOO.OOO 
are in agriculture. 
Not more than 3.- 
000,000 belong to labor unions. Of capi­ 
talists, great and small, there are not 
at the very utmost more than 300,000. 
All the rest are average men. a t whose 
expense the gains of the trust and 
the labor union are made. 


There is an incessant clamor of dis­ 
cussion over the “rights“ of capital- and 
the "rights" of organized labor. There 
are reams of legislating to secure these 
rights, and the courts are always a t 
work defining them. 


But how about the rights of the aver­ 
age man? Nobody in particular seems 
to think about them, agitate for them 
or legislate for them. 
And- yet the 
average men are the majority of the 
republic, and, while capital and organ­ 
ized labor prosper, they are finding life 
ever harder- 


In view of the facts, the great task 
or this nation is evidently to secure 
and Increase the welfare of the aver­ 
a g e man, without whom trusts would 
Have little to organize for, and both 
practicady 
nothing 
worth 
fighting 
about.—(Chicago Inter Ocean.

Another 
officer took it, with the seeds, as before, 
and dropped the ring Into the well. The 
countenance of the juggler altered in 
the pause which followed. 
Something, 
he said, had gone wrong, and he seem­ 
ed agitated. 
Turning to the second 
officer he said: “Did you. arrange the 
seeds as I bade you?” “No.” said the 
officer, “I thought that was all non­ 
sense, and I threw them aw ay/’ 
The 
juggler seemed borfltied. Bo you think 


I do this by myself'.'" he said, and 
packing up he departed. 


The well was carefully dragged, and 
a t last the lady's ring was brought to 
the surface. 
That ring, a t least, had 
certainly been in the water. 
But had 
the first ring been as faithfully con­ 
signed to the depths? Experts will be 
of various opinions as to that, yet the 
hypothesis 
of 
confederacy and of a. 
deolicate key to the dispatch box is 
difficult.

W hutevrr the Turk may have been in 
bygone days, he is !>y 
110 means the 
valiant, reckless 
soldier 
today who 
marches into battle jo>fully, conjuring 
up visions of para lise. He has displayed 
the most abject coward ce iu fighting 
these handfuls >f insurgents, but per­ 
haps he may think «.hat being blown 
to picces by dynamite does not consti­ 
tute a free pass to the arms of 
the 
houris. 
At any rate, there have been 
no instances of his cheerfully sacrific­ 
ing his life, and when bombs are In 
the air he prefers hldints in the mealie 
fields, or standing up to his neck «n 
water, praying for quieter times, savs 
the Monastir correspondent of the Daily 
Mail. 


Thousands of troops are guarding the 
railways, but that is solely owing to the 
lack of enterprise 011 the part of the 
insurgents that evei y bridge and via­ 
duct in Macedonia has not been blown 
up.

The officer con­ 
sented to send 10 mea if the sergeant 
also contributed a quota ot five men, 
and tho engineer returned to Monastic. 
Next morning iie returned at daybreak

'the bridge unguarded, 
it being day­ 
light. the soldiers of the two posts 
collected at tho brldg» and the en­ 
gineer demanded angrily of the cap­ 
tain why he had not carried out his in­ 
structions. whereupon this gallant of­ 
ficer put the blame on the sergeant. 


“My 10 men » eic rc.-dy," he said, 
“but the other five did not come.” The 
sergeant became InUignt.nt, and in a 
very few seconds the captain and the 
sergeant very nearly o i’m; to blows. 


The railway officials t;ll many a. mer­ 
ry tale of the confusion when the troops 
were poured- into iiils unlucky vilayet.

who served in the Greco Turkish war, 
and they would all be called in.”

marksmen.

his ingenuity and all his know ledge of 
breeding to provide him self w ith a sp o rt, 
ing dog th a t is best adapted for the sp o rt' 
th a t is provided for him. 
T herefore, in 
some places in A m erica, w here the plains 
are so vast, a very fast and w ide-ranging 
pointer is required—one, too, w ith "bird 
sense.”

FACE RUIN 


DR. JACKSON SAYS CONDITION 


OF THE ALASKA INDIANS HAS 
RAPIDLY CHANGED T0» THE 
WORSE. 


Lake Mohonk, N. Y., Oct. 2L-The Mo- 


honk Indian conference opened its twenty- 
nrst annual session here today. Dr. Shel- 
don Jackson, agent of the national bureau 
of education In Alaska, delivered an ad- 
dress describing the condition of the In- 
dians in that territory. 


In his address Dr. Jackson reviewed the 


work done by the missionaries among the 
Alaskan natives In years past, bringing 
many patheltc incidents in Illustration of 
the transformations of character effected 
by their labors. The condition of natives, 
formerly 
so 
promising, 
had 
rapidly 


changed for the worse, the speaker 'said, 
since the recent rush of miners to that re- 
gion. So alarming had the situation be- 
come that a strong pressure was now be- 
ing brought'to bear upon the secretary of 
the Interior by white settlers to have these 
Indians brought under tfie reservation 
system to save them from speedy starva- 
tion and ruin.

The morning session was closed with an 
address by Dr. Lucien Warner of New 
iork, who has spent several months of 
the present year Investigating conditions 
in Hawaii. He said the adoption of uni- 
versal suffrage had been a great mistake, 
resulting in turning over the local gov- 
ernment largely to half barbarous people 
removed but a-few generations from can- 
nibalism. He attended several sessions of 
the Hawaiian legislature and said the 
character of t,he proceedings of the lower 
house whore the natives were in the ma- 
jority might be judged somewhat by the 
fact that at the close of their last ses- 
sion they had voted to destroy all the 
vouchers showing their expenditures, tIMt 
the public might not know how much had 
been used.

Past Assistant 
Surgeon Anderson of the public health 
service,- who has discovered the • new 
disease, suggested the name of "tick 
fever," as there are already two dis- 
eases called spotted fever.. 
,. The'disease is quite prevalent in the 
Bitter Root vajley In Montana, . but 
has heretofore been given :the name of 
spotted fever. It has not before been 
known that the ordinary' tick, caused 
the disease, and for this reason "tick 
iever" is the new name' given to it. 
The~new>:disease has been found to 
prevail in Montana.y Idaho; Nevada, 
Wyoming and Oregon. In Idaho the 
disease prevails throughout alnjost the 
entire valley of-the Snake river, its 
tributaries and the foothills ,of the 
neighboring mountains..

MORE HALTED 


UMPIRE DECIDES AGAINST DOU- 
BLE PAYMENT OP TAXES—DE- 
CISION OP MUCH IMPORTANCE 
TO FOREIGNERS. 


Port of Spain, Island of Trinidad, Oct. 


20.—Jackson H. Ralston of Washington, 
the umpire of the Italian commission at 
Caracas, Venezuela, has decided against 
Venezuela in the case of the govern- 
ment's claim for the double payment 
of local taxes which decision' applies In 
principle to the attempts 
now being 


made by the Venezuelan government to 
collect a second payment of taxes on 
goods imported at Cludad Bolivar, un- 
der the recent revolutionary govern- 
ment at that port. 


The umpire holds that taxpayers were 
protected by the payment to the de 
facto officers and calls attention to 
the Castine case decided 
by 
Justice 
Storey to this effect and the recent al- 
titude under like circumstances of the 
United States at Bluefields, Nicaragua. 


When the decision of Mr. Ralston is 


known in Venezuela it will create n 
vivid impression as President f'astro is 
now causing the prosecution at Oludad 
Bolivar of foreign merchants who are 
refusing to pay to the ("astro govern- 
ment duties which they had previous- 
ly paid to the late revolutionary gov- 
ernment. 


APPREHENSION OF PANIC IN 


BALTIMORE HAS DISAPPEARED 


Baltimore, Oct..20.—All 'he banks and 


other financial institutions in Baltimore 
•were opened promptly at the customary 
hour to-day.

Among financiers, generally there was 
, a uniform , expression of confidence 
that ho other 
suspensions are now 
.'probable and whatever of paniky feel- 
. ing .was manifested .yesterday over t-ha 
failure of the Maryland and Union com- 
panies Had practically disappeared. 
•'-.Oh the stock exchange the sentiment 
during the whole day has been optimis- 
'tio and in the closing hours there was 
.evidently not. a memoer- who feared 
trouble. 


A factor in allaying apprehension was 


the knowledge that many financial in- 
stitutions had strengthened their re- 
sources during the. night. 
A large 


amount of currency from New York, 
Philadelphia and Washington was sent 
to Baltimore during the night- and thla 
morning. How much was received is 
not definitely known but it is estimated 
that between $3,000,003 and $5,000,000 Is 
in the vaults of banks and trust com- 
panies which was not there yesterday. 


One ot the reassuring incidents of the 


day was the announcement that the 
Union Trust company, one of the sus- 
pended companies would resume busi- 
ness in a few days. 


CARRIE NATION EJECTED 


FROM THE DOWIE MEETING 


: New York, Oct. 20—Mr. Dowic arrayed 
th'ieyenlng clothes, talked for two hours 
'tonight before a great throng in Madi- 
son Square garden, the burden of his 


• talk being denunciation of the clergy 
anil the press. 


When he begon the huge, garden was 


.crowded and .the police say 6,000 per- 
sons who could not gain entrance were 
turned away. In half an hour, how- 
-ever, the crowd began to surge out, and 
then the police refused to admit any 
late comers, saying they feared a riot. 
• It was with difficulty that any sem- 
blance of order was kept. The speaker 
was repeatedly interrupted-with hisses 
and shouts of .disapproval. -'At one point 
Dowie ordered the police to arrest two 
men in different parts of the building 
who had Interrupted him. 
Carrie Nation, who occupied a seat 


near the front, ?asked "Elijah" to an- 
swer some questions. He refused and 
ordered her to sit down. Dowie then 
praised the spirit in which Mrs. Nation 
had 'warred on the saloons, but said 
she:'USed- wrong methods. Mrs. Nation 
again demanded the privilege of ask- 
ing questions. . At once the Zion guards 
surrounded her, and, with the help of 
several policemen, ejected her. 


Ac this several hundred persons at 


the back of the garden niade a rush to 
get out. The entrance was blocked in 


moment, and Dowie, shouting that the 


way had been blocked by the crowd out- 
side, brought there for the purpose of 
creating a disturbance, ordered' the 
Zionists to keep their places. He then 
requested the audience to be seated, 
and, after having the side exits opened, 
he directed the audience to rise in sec- 
tions and go out at the sides. 
The meeting was one of continuous 


disorder. 
Dowie had announced that 


he would reply to an attack by Rev. 
James M. Buckley published in a maga- 
zine last year, but he only referred to 
this subject casually. He attacked Kev.

hospital and when the mother left there 
she was advised, she alleges, to use no 
milk but that sold by this company, as 
it was labeled "pure" and supposed to 
be such. When the company was in 
court'last summer to defend against a 
criminal complaint its officers made ex- 
cuse that if the milk was being adul- 
terated It was being so treated without 
their knowledge.

The treaty provides that the appoint- 
ment and dismissal of the governor- 
general and commaiider-in-chlet of tho 
prefects in Manchuria shall be eflected 
by the Chinese government in agree- 
ment with the Russian diplomatic rep- 


. resetitatlves. The Chinese troops sta- 
tioned in the three provinces of Man- 
churia'• shall be under Russian control, 
but'If'the Chinese soldiers are incapa- 
ble of maintaining order and suppress- 
ing brigandage, Russia is to have the 


right of using her own troops to this 
end. 
Trading in Manchuria and the ex- 
ploitation of mines there Is prohibited 
except to Russians and Chinese. Tbe 
customs are to be under joint Chinese 
and Russian control. The railroad be- 
comes Chinese property on mutual 
agreement at the end of 20 years. The 
posts and telegraphs are to be under 
Russian and Chinese control and dis- 
putes are to be settled by a .Russian 
referee. In event of a war with a third 
power arising from the new treaty it 
will be conducted by Russia and China 
in co-operation, should China withdraw 
her co-operation Russia will carry on 
the war alone and in the event of vic- 
tory China, shall cede Manchuria to 
Russia and immediately withdraw her 
civil and military officials. The Chinese 
signatories to the new treaty are given 
as Princes Tchln, AVan Wen, Schai Hun 
Tsi and Tchang Tchli.

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How the Trolley Car is Amerietflizing Porto 


P 


ONCE, P. R., Oct. 17.—What the 
electric railroad Is doing and 
may yet do for Porto Rico, chang- 


ing the business and social customs 
of the island making plantations pay 
where cultivation has. languished for 
years, is an interesting example of the 
industrial occupation of our island de- 
pendency. Trolley cars buzzing busily 
through the Plaza Principe indica'te 
pretty clearly the change that is,com- 
ing over the face of sleepy old West 
Indian communities •with the advent 
of the Yankee. 
;- , 


Ponce's trolley line joins the .resi- 


dential part of the city, built where the 
early inhabitants fled to escape the 
visits of the dreaded buccaneers, -with 
the Playa, or Port, where a major part 
of the modern business of the^inhabi- 
tants is carried on. Of a total popula- 
tion of about 32,000 not more than 
5,000 live in. the Playa—a condition 
which easily accounts for the fact that 
in the first year of its operation the 
new road has been favored with a 
passenger business that could hardly 
have been picked up In a northern city 
of the same size in the States; but 
the Porto Rlcan people are of the kind 
•who prefer riding to walking. 


In fact all who could afford to al- 


ways have ridden. Up to two years 
ago the coffee, sugar, and 
tobacco 


growers, when they came down from 
the hills to transact business in town, 
as, well as all the local merchants 
with their clerks and assistants—used 
to drive from Ponce to the Playa and 
back in vehicles that closely resem- 
bled the Yankee carryall. These always 
werot crowded—oftentimes uncomfort- 
ably so. Meantime the laborers—the 
coffee pickers, orange sorters and other 
workers whose means would not ad- 
n-it of the expense of the carriage ride 
—would trudge gaily up and down the 
long road, barefooted and happy. More 
steadily drowsing down from town to 
port went the odd bullock carts laden 


< with bags and bales. Amongst these 


the naked children, who are now re- 
quired by law to ..go: about properly 
clad after they reach, the age of five 
years, dodged recklessly and with ap- 


parent impunity. 
The whole proces- 


sion' was along the old white military 
road bordered with stately cocoanut 
palms and the scarlet-flowering and 
well-named "flamboyant" 
trees—just 


as many an American or English road 
i& bordered with elms—which is at 
once the thoroughfare and playground 
of Ponce. 


Such is a picture of the old times 


which' extended up to the American 
Invasion. Today, however, the most 
evident sign of the new regime in 
Porto Rico is the busy trolley car, 
rushing every 10 minutes along the 
road. The new line, which is one of 


poorer people, often the same type of 
thatched cabins once occupied by the 
native Indians whom the Spanish occu- 
pation so

annihilated* line 


both sides of the ..roadway, separated 
from it by a ditch or gutter, some four 
feet deep and crossed hero and there 
by small plank bridges. The ditch it- 
self is necessary to carry off the over- 
flow of the little Portugues river which 
does its best in rainy weather to turn 
the country surrounding the Playa into 
an uninhabitable strip of marshland.

the series operated in various parts of 
Uncle Sam's domain continental and 
Insular by the Stone-Webster manage- 
ment of Boston, follows the path taken 
by General Miles and his soldiers in 
the very beginning of the American 
Invasion. 
Although originally .de- 


signed for the convenience of Spanish 
troops in quelling insurrections, the 
old road is here practically a long 
village street, for Porto Rico is a'very

Peering among the tall 
palm trees and ourrounded by the lesser 
"flamboyants," the cottages of the 


fc.iind perfectly healthful for Ameri- 
cans provided they take plenty of ex- 
ercise and avoid unfamiliar fruit, so 
that as a winter resort Porto Rico in 
general, and Ponce in particular, :is 
undoubtedly destined to grow, steadily 
in popularity. 
The city itself, nat- 


urally a center for the developing of 
sugar, coffee and tobacco .interests of 
the southern part, of the island, is po- 
tentially of the very first importance 
as a point for disembarking for tourists. 
In the interior of the island there are 
famous white sulphur springs which 
only await American enterprise to at- 
tract thousands of people annually. 


The work of constructing the, elec- 


tric line between Ponce' and-the Playa 
waB' undertaken on the first of De- 
cember, 1901.j The cars began running 
on-. May 1, 1902, and since that time 
they have carried a daily average of 
several thousand passengers. The only 
problem, 'which has been successfully 
met with, has been to supply sufficient 
transportation facilities to meet the 
unexpected , demand. This passenger 
traffic has naturally been the chief 
concern of the company up to this 
time, an*d the old-fashioned sleepy- 
looking carts ^still carry the freight on 
its way back and forth from city to 
port'; they arq, however, destined in all 
probability to ,he supplanted by freight- 
carrying electrics.

ard, on the whole, is not popular. 


The president, treasurer and steward 


of Hagcrman hall arc chosen from 
among the young men at the college; 
also the athletic men are the ones 
cliosen to wait on the tables in the 
boys' dining room. 


Six years ago the hoys earned their 


way by carrying 
the 
morning and 


evening papers, but there are few, if 
any,, who do that now, as the hours 
required for such work are very un- 
satisfactory. 


The caring for furnaces is by far the 


most popular with the young men, as 
the work Is more convenient and more 
remunerative than any other. Next to 
it, in popularity, comes the work of 
janitor, in the college and in churches 
and schools. 


As a result of this "self-education/- 


many of the students have graduated 
from the

A TYPICAL CASE. 


A typical case is that of a young 


man who came from the western part 
of the state. He rode in on his wheel, 
and when he arrived had just. $2 with 
him, and no other prospects, with 
which to begin a university course. .He 
went to Dr. Lancaster, who helped him. 
He found .work before the day was 


over, and entered the college the next 
day. 


He graduated last June, and found 


etaployment with a salary of $100 a 
month as principal of a school in the 
eastern part of the state. 


Another boy, who came from New 


Tork, not only earned his way, but 
assisted in the support of his invalid 
Parents. He taught telegraphy, short- 
hand and typewriting, and was at one 
time ticket agent at Manitou and train 
dispatcher on the Peak.

As the boy had never'earned much at 


home, the father tried to show him 
the absurdity of attempting to support 
himself with the additional expense ot 
a college education. 


As his father predicted, he did not 


find work easily. He seemed awkward 
and absent-minded, and

months after his .arrival before he 
found anything to do.

MOTHER AND SONS. 


In going over the state to solicit 


students, Dr. Lancaster came upon a 
case which appealed greatly to his 
sympathy, that' ot a mother who was 
well educated but very poor. She had 
two sons, just graduated from the high 
school, and was compelled by her cir- 
cumstances to give up all thought of 


sending them to college. When Dr. 
Lancaster explained that the boys 
could work their way through the en- 
tire course it came like a revelation 
to her that her one ambition in life 
might be at last fulfilled. 


At present one of the boys is in the 


senior year at the college, and one has 
finished and is now taking a course 
in the technical school. 


ABOUT THE GIRLS. 
( 


The precentage of girls who earn 


their tuition is appreciably smaller, 
because most of the girls come from 
well-to-do 
families 
throughout 
the 


state. 


Formerly, the girls earned their way 


by working in private homes, but now 
there are few girls who do this work, 
although many excellent places have 
been found. 


In the girls' dining room each table 


must have a girl to wait on the table, 
and a girl to wash the dishes, and these 
places arc filled by the students. 


Then there are the girls who run 


errands for the teachers during Odd 
hours, stenographers, girls who do 
office work in the 
various 
college 


buildings, and as many girls as can 
consistently be used are employed to 
do the- necessary work in the 'girls' 
halls. 


AMBITIOUS AND WON. 


There is the case of one girl who 


en me from Pueblo. She was very am- 
bitious, but her parents were poor, 
and though they were anxious to send 
her to college It was impossible for 
them to save more than $40 a year for 
her Jultlon. 
After talking .with Dr. 


Lancaster, her parents gave thoir con- 
sent for her to come, notwithstanding. 


She waited on the 
table for her 


board, and earned her room by acting 
as errand girl for Miss Loomts, dean 
of the women. She attended college 
two years, has been teaching for a 
year or two in the state, and next year 
will return to the school and resume 
her course. 


She is one of tbe many girls who 


have been successful in making their 
way in the college. 


There has not been a case for two 


years where the student has been un- 
able to obtain employment of some 
kind, and there is always somebody 
among tbe friends of tbe college who 
is ready either to give or loan money 
without Interest to the student need- 
Ing it. 


Usually the boys stand just as well 


.In their classes as those who'have 
plenty of .leisure and do' not work 
their way. The boy who is willing to

"About 1 o'clock the Indians began 


to drive, ride or walk toward the issue 
hcuso. It resembles a great barn and 
itside there are long tables or coun- 
ters. Behind the counters are benches 
for those who wish to Bit and rest, and 
tbo. supplies are piled up there, too. 
Huge piles of meat cut into chunks are 
stacked ready for distribution, Large 
bins hold the flour, sugar and salt. Tho 
coffee is-in packages; and. too, there 
are boxes full of soap. (Tho Indians 
arc becoming truly civilized, for they, 
some of them, evidenced having used 
the latter, to a certain extent).

hags, old, dirty, white-haired

dressed squaws touching elbows with 
those filthy and frowsy beyond belief. 


"The ration tickets are punched and 


then banded over the counter to a 
man who.is in charge ot the bins.

For" each child an extra scoop of flour 
is measured out. Sometimes the num- 
bers called out are well along In the 
'teens. I heard 13 called. The fami-

tho emergency. When It came her 
turn she laid down a corner of her 
gaudy, dirty old shawl received hrr 
sugar, gave it a twirl, making sure 
that not a particle could escape; then 
offered the other corners for the bal- 
ance of her rations. No white woman 
could possibly have carried such ar- 
ticle* safely as she did. Meantime, the 
old Woman jabbered Incessantly, a mix- 
ture Of Indian and Mexican—she was 
finding fault with something that dis- 
pleased her. 


WEIRD HAIR. 


"You should have seen their hair. 


Indians always 
have an abundance, 


and B.b-vjjry coarse and heaVy. Most 
of these Indian women have theJr 
scalps stained red and the partings 
yellow or some other color. 
Wlien 


one of thorn wants to get married she 
wears.a white shawl. We saw several 
of them .having them on; one wore a 
bright red dress with funny-looking 
sleeves; her belt, moccasins, purse, 


and on the lapel of his coat was the' 
official star. Hanging from it was an 
elaborate badge in yellow and blua 
bead embroidery, tho word 'policeman* 
standing out in hold'relief. 


"When 
the 
pappooaes cried, the 


e!d£r children ran and tilted the case 
in which the poor little mites were Im- 
prisoned, ranch as a cradle is rocked. 
The Indian figuro is a model one in Its 
stralghtness, but just think of being 
held as in a vise, all one's babyhood! 


"We were much entertained by some 


children that we tried to coax to have 
their photographs taken. We had been 
giving them candy and peanuts, yet 
one of them cried—kept it up persist- 
ently. 
An old squaw talked to the 


child, and louder and louder it cried. 
F.'nally we condndci] that she encour- 
aged the performance for the sake of 
Stttlng more candy nnd peanuts. 


INDIAN AGENT. 


".loo Smith, tho Indian agent, and 


his wife, Messrs. Mall and Miss Breece, 


Indians and trying to persuado the 
squaws to sell some of their belongings, 
such as moccasins, belts, purses, ear- 
rings, finger rings, etc.—anything from 
which they were willing to part for a 
money consideration. There's a senti- 
ment-attached to the ownership of ar- 
ticles that have really been worn by 
the Indians that enhances the value. 


"We cultivated the acquaintance of 


the children .by giving them stick candy 
and peanuts, of which they seemed1 


very fond. 


"While the bucks, all dressed in 


their very best and looking most 
consequential, sat on their ponies or 
wagons, or stood 'about visiting with 
the other redmen, the squaws joined the 
jostling crowd, for they always go into, 
tho building "to draw the rations, each 
one holding fast the precious ticket. 
They pass In one door and aa fast as 
supplied-go out at another. 


A STUDY IN HUMANITY. 


"Suoh a study of -humanity as It 


was! The squaws, some of them young 


bidered the richest for they draw tho 
roost rations; also money, which Is 
distributed twice a year. 


"Tho squaws usually bring old flour 


sacks, in which to carry away 'the 
supplies. 
A common way Is to use 


tho sack in saddlebag fashion, and 
have the sugar in one end and tho salt 
in the other, giving tho bag a dexterous 
twist in the middle to prevent mixing. 


"One real old crono of a squaw had 


brought no' bug in which to put her 
portion, but sho was fully equal to

beads; in her ears odd-shaped earrings. 
The parting of her hair was a vivid 
yellow and it seemed as though sho 
bad an extra amount of -red paint on 
her face. 


"Tho Indians prize the silver jew- 


elry very much. The Navajos arc the 
silversmiths and they take coins and 
pound them into all sorts ot ornaments. 
The TJtes exchange their beadwork 
for tho jewelry very gladly. 


"On ration day a prominent figure 


was the'Indian policeman, an appointee 
of tho government. Ho showed very 
plainly his sense of the Importance of 
his office, and tho greatest dignitary 
in tho land could not have approached 
him without duo deference. 
Thn In- 


dians were most law-abiding, so he 
had nothing to do but stand around and 
pose. I'm told tho Indians aro very 
peaceable and they do little so far as 
tho ^policeman Is concerned but admire 
him. 
Ho was dressed In a suit of 


American clothes that illy became him 


the principal teacher, are very popular 
with the Indians and much looked up 
to. Miss Breece is n Fonnsylvanlan by 
birth and has only horn ut tho post 
about two years, yut uhu Is doing ex- 
cellent work and likes it very much. 


"During last winter there wero 75 


boarding pupils, nnd Miss Breeco had 
her hands mord* than full. 
Besides 


being taught the ordinary branches, the 
pupils loarn to draw, paint, sew and do 
housework.

Story of Indian Magic 


The following story of Indian magic 


was told me by the person to whom It 
was told by the late. Lord Lytton, Hays 
Lpngman'H Magazine. I give It in my 
own words, for the excellent, though 
humiliating, reason thnt I have mislaid 
the manuscript: When In India Lord 
Lytloii often sought out conjurors, but 
never saw any but the useful tents, such 
as the mango tree trick and the basket 
trick. The method in each case Is 
known, or, at aU:evei>ts, plausible ex- 
planations have been 
given by-Mr. 


Maskelyne and other experts. 
, On one occasion Lord Lytton liked 
something In the looks of the conjuror 
who was performing In an open apace 
before hh> house. .After the ordinary 
exhibition, his Lordship asked the ma- 
gician If he could not do something 
more oufbf the common way. The man 
said he would try, and asked for a ring, 
which Lord Lytton gave him. He then 
requested an officer to take In cither 
hand u handful of seeds; one sort wan 
c-esame, tbe nii.me of the other sort my 
informant did not know. Holding these 
seeds and having the ring between his 
finger and thumb, thn . officer ' was to 
go to a well In the corner of the com- 
pound, lie was to dispose of the seeds 
In a certain way—I think on the low 
wall around the well, into the^ depths 
of which he was to throw the ring. All 
this was done, and then the mage ask- 
ed Lord Lytton where he would like tho 
ring to reappear. He answered."in his 
dispatch box," of w^lch. the key was 
ever attached to his watch chain, or, 
at all events, he bad It wlth-htm on the 
spot, The dispatch box was'brought 
out; Lord Lytton opened it, and there 
was the ring. 
This trlok wo'uld be easy if the Brit- 
ish'officer was a confederate of the 
Juggler's, and if ho possessed a dupli- 
cate key lo the dispatch box. In that 
oase be would not throw the ring into 
the well, but would take it into the 
house, ppen the box and insert the'rmg. 
.But this explanation Involves enormous 
improbabilities, .while it Is unlikely 
again, that the conjuror managed to 
Insert a duplicate Ting Into the dispatch 
box 'beforehand; Lord Lytton then 'ask- 
ed the: .tugg|er; If'he cotild.repeat tfie 
trick. He answered in y»e affirmative, 
and a,lady leijt another Ting, Another 
officer took it,.with the seeds, as before, 
and dropped the ring into, the well. The 
countenance of tbe juggler altered In 
tbe pause which- followed. Something, 
be said, bad gone wrong, and" be seem- 
ed agitated. Turning to the- second 
officer he said: "Did you. arrange the 
Seeds as I bade you?" "No." .said the 
officer, "I, thought that wtts, all'no«V 
sense, and 1'th.rew them awayV' The

I do this by myself?" ho oaW, and 
packing -up he .departed. 
The well, was carefully drugged, and 
at last the lady's ring was brought to 
the surface. That ring, at least, had 
certainly been in the wa.ter. Bui had 
the first ring been as faithfully con- 
signed to the depths? Experts will be 
of various opinions as to that, yet the 
hypothesis of confederacy and of a- 
duplicate key to the dispatch box Is 
difficult.
